Remarks 

In the pending non-final Office action dated October 6, 2008, claims 35-79 were rejected, and 
claim 42 was indicated as allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C 1 1 2, f 2.. 
In this amendment, claims 4 1-43, 49, 72, and 73 have been cancelled, thereby leaving claims 35-40, 
44-48, 50-71, and 74-79 pending and at issue. 

The undersigned thanks Examiner Leubecker for courtesies extended during a telephonic 
interview conducted on November 7, 2008, during which agreement was reached that the 
amendments presented herein overcome all of the rejections and objections to the claims and 
specification presented in the pending Office action. The remarks herein summarize and amplify the 
matters discussed in such interview. No new matter has been introduced in this amendment. 

The specification and claims 40, 50, 59, 60, 75, and 76 have been amended herein as agreed 
with the examiner during the telephonic interview to overcome the objections thereto in the pending 
Office action. Therefore, the objections should be withdrawn. 

Applicants traverse the rejection of claims 55-62 and 77 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, f 1 and the 
rejection of claims 55-62, 74, and 75 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 1 2. As agreed upon with the examiner 
during the telephonic interview, the amendments to claims 55, 58-60, 62, 74, and 75 presented herein 
overcome such rejections. Therefore, the rejections of claims 55-62 and 77 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 1 
1 and the rejection of claims 55-62, 74, and 75 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, ? 2 should be withdrawn. 

Further, applicants traverse the pending rejection of claims 35-40, 44-48, 50-7 1, and 74-79 as 
either anticipated by or obvious over one or more of Chader et al. and Moctezuma et al., in view of 
one or more of Acker et al., Simon et al. , and Brown et al. The amendments presented herein add the 
substance of allowable claim 42 to independent claims 35. 58, 62, 63, 69, 74, 75, 76, and 79 thereby 
overcome the pending rejections over the applied references. Therefore, the pending rejections of 
independent claims 35, 58, 62, 63, 69, 74, 75, 76, and 79, and claims 36-40, 44-48, 50-57, 59-61, 64- 
68, 70, 71, 77, 78 dependent variously Iherefrom, should be withdrawn. 

All of the pending objections and rejections having been fully addressed and overcome 
herein, applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of all of the pending rejections 
and allowance of the claims at issue.
